Organization—The Selectmen and Sewer Commissioners 

organized on January 19, 1948 at 9:35 P.M. as 
follows: Willis D. McLean, Chairman, Royal A. Jones, Clerk, John 
H. White, John J. Burke and John J. Fitzhenry. During the year 40 
regular meetings and 11 special meetings were held. Due to the 
untimely death of our associate John J. Fitzhenry a Special Election 
was held on June 28, 1948 and Howard S. Hanna was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 


Finances—At the close of the year the bonded debt is $312,000, an 

increase of $36,000 over last year. During the year 
$39,000 was paid on outstanding debt, $75,000 was borrowed at 
1¥%2% of which $65,000 is due within 10 years for sewers on 
Common and West Streets and $10,000 is due within five years 
for water on Neponset Street. The Excess and Deficency Account 
is $224,516.78 an increase of $6,848.08 from last year and cash on 
hand December 31, 1948 is $407,433.97.

Town Planning Board—At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and 

the Town Planning Board Samuel Hoff- 
man was elected to the Planning Board to fill the unexpired term 
of John J. Fitzhenry. 


Veteran’s Housing—In an endeavor to provide needed housing 

for Walpole Veterans, at a Special Town 
Meeting held on June 28, 1948 acceptance of Chapter 200 of the 
Acts of 1948, (Veterans’ Housing) was recommended and voted. 
This action permits the Town to share in a $200,000,000 State credit 
for Veterans’ Housing and up to $5,000,000 annually of contribu- 
tions to Housing Authorities. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Act, a Walpole 
Housing Authority was established to which the Board of Select- 
men appointed the following:

The Chairman of the State Housing Authority appointed 
Willis H. Hoyt, as the Fifth Member. 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 376 of the Acts 
of 1948, on the initiative of the Selectmen, this Act was passed 
authorizing and directing the Commonwealth to sell and convey 
in the name and behalf of the Commonwealth to the Town of 
Walpole, for the sum of $1.00 a tract of land known as Robbins 
Farm, containing approximately 25.85 acres and it is on this land 
that the proposed Veterans’ Housing Development will be located.

John J. Fitzhenry—Serving his first year on the Board of Selectmen, 

death came suddenly to John J. Fitzhenry on 
April 29th. Long active in town atfairs, a member of the Town 
Planning Board since 1923, few citizens contributed more to their 
community than Mr. Fitzhenry. As former Editor of the Walpole 
Times, his editorial and other literary contributions were known 
far beyond the limits of the community he loved so well. He 
was one of the leaders in the adoption of the present Town Charter 
and led a movement for the adoption of the original Zoning of the 
town. Fearless, clear thinking, progressive, he will long be re- 
membered for his constructive efforts in community improvements 
and good government. 


Chester L. Donnell—Chief of the Fire Department, he ‘was more 

than a Chief in name” ... His many and 
varied contacts carried him into every worthwhile phase of com- 
munity effort and accomplishment.’ Death came to Chief Donnell 
on October 26th and the entire town was saddened by its great 
loss. He was appointed Superintendent of the Fire Alarm System 
in March, 1920, to the Board of Engineers on May 5, 1920, as 
Deputy Chief on Feb. 18, 1922, as Chief Engineer on May 7, 1924, 
as Chief on April 8, 1925 and as permanent Chief in 1933, the 
first full-time member of the Walpole Fire Department. At that 
time he was assigned the duties of Inspector of Wires, Town 
Electrician, Petroleum Inspector and Superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm System. He carried out these duties with great efficiency 
and his reputation spread to the entire Commonwealth resulting 
in his being elected President of the Norfolk and Bristol Forest 
Wardens Association and the Massachusetts State Council of 
Forest Wardens. He was active in various other organizations 
connected with fire fighting and fire prevention and his ccunsel 
and advice was constantly being sought. Walpole owes a itre- 
mendous debt of gratitude for the long, effective service Chief 
Donnell so unselfishly rendered his community.

Highways—During the year the Town purchased two, 3-yard 

dump irucks to replace two, 1941 1¥2-ton dump 
trucks and two Cletrac Tractors equipped with sidewalk plows. 
One of the tractors purchased last year equipped with a bulldozer 
arrived this year. Our equipment appears to be in good condition 
except one, 1938 ¥2-ton pick-up truck which I am recommending 
for replacement next year. 

In the spring all accepted gravel roads were scraped. An old 
culvert and drain on North Street were replaced. Drains and 
catch basins were cleaned on various streets throughout the 
Town. 

New highway construction included the rebuilding of Summit 
Avenue from Old Post Road its entire length and Lewis Avenue 
from the Center Library to the Neponset River. The Summit 
Avenue Construction consisted of tar and gravel, 24 feet wide. 
Previous to this construction the existing water services were 
renewed in the street. The Lewis Avenue Construction consisted 
of a bituminous concrete pavement placed on a tar and gravel 
base. A new drain was provided in this street, extending from 
the Neponset River to the property line of Mrs. Katherine Hill. 
Hale Road and Eleanor Road were scarified, shaped and tarred 
and following the sewer construction, Common and Bird Streets 
were scarified, graveled, reshaped and tarred. The following 
streets were resurfaced: Washington Street from Short Street to 
High Plain Street, Washington Street from Clinton's Garage to 
the Park Theatre, Gleason Court, Cascade Terrace, Lake Avenue, 
a section of Old Post Road between Pleasant Street and Polley 
Lane, Common Street from Shawnee Street to Washington Street, 
Maple Street, Neponset Street from the Bird Machine Company 
to Bainwood Farm and Lewis Avenue from the Neponset River to 
the residence of Howard S. Hanna. 

Following the construction of water mains on Polley Lane, 
Pilgrim Way, Hale Road and Neponset Street, the trenches were 
rolled, reshaped and made safe for travel but will have to be 
resurfaced this coming year. Resurfacing on old and dangerous 
sections of sidewalks was completed on Lewis Avenue, Diamond 
Street, Washington Street, Riverside Place and Gould Avenue. 
Aprons were installed on various locations throughout the town. 

The State installed a traffic light at the intersection of Norfolk 
Street and Route 1-A which eliminated the old-fashioned beacon 
which the Town has maintained there for many years. 

Due to the severity of the winter, snow removal and the sanda- 
ing of icy pavements presented a serious and expensive problem. 
Our equipment required considerable attention during this period 
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and we were obliged to hire a considerable amount of outside 
equipment. 


Chapter 90—Construction and Maintenance—The construction of 
Washington Street 

from Common Street to approximately Stone Street Extension was 
started this year at a cost of approximately $25,000.00. At the 
Annual Town Meeting in 1947, the Town appropriated $10,000.00 
but due to the inability of the State Department of Public Works 
to complete the design and working plans of the road, the work 
was deferred. At the Annual Town Meeting of 1948 an additional 
appropriation of $6,000.00 was made for this construction. One- 
half of the cost was allocated to the Town from the State Highway 
Fund. This construction was executed by contract and bids 
were received at 100 Nashua Street, Boston, Massachusetts by 
the State Department of Public Works on August 17. The following 
bids were received:

The contract was awarded to Sam Lorusso & Sons, East 
Walpole, Mass. for the amount of the bid submitted. 
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Construction on this particular project consisted of mixed in 
place surface on a gravel base, 30 to 34 feet wide, with the 
exception of the Common and Washington Street intersection 
which was bituminous concrete. Islands with directional signs 
were placed at this intersection for traffic safety. 

Curbing was placed on the hill to present shoulder washing 
by surface water, banks sloped and an ample area between the 
curbing and the foot of the slope provided to facilitate snow 
removal. 

This construction should be extended and funds will be 
requested at the next Annual Town Meeting for this purpose. 

As the case in past years, the County and the State each 
made grants of $1,000.00 and the Town appropriated a like 
amount for the maintenance of Chapter 90 Roads. The following 
work was completed: all catch basins and drainage outlets 
cleaned, brush cut, fences repaired and painted on Elm Street, 
County Road and Winter Street, a bad drainage condition on 
West Street in front of the Ortla residence corrected, Washington 
Street from Lorusso Block to Union Street resurfaced with bitum- 
inous concrete, Winter Street ‘surface treated from Chris Zahner's 
residence to the Norfolk Line and West Street from Bering’s 
residence to the Norfolk Line. 


Parks and Playgrounds—During the year two modern steel 

backstops were installed to replace 
the old backstops at the baseball field between the High School 
and Plimpton School and the field at the Boyden School. The 
department operated on a maintenance basis. Due to the large 
amount of construction done during the -year as well as the 
increased amount of work other departments were called upon to 
aid on account of building activities, this department aided the 
other departments materially during the year. 

Small parks, lawns, tree belts adjacent to Town property, 
school grounds and commons were maintained as in previous 
years and the Swimming Pool was operated with very satisfactory 
results. A report of the supervisor will be found elsewhere in 
this report. 

Again this year the Walpole Business Men's Association 
co-operated with the Town in maintaining the spirit of Christmas. 
Through the kindness of Mrs. Marion Harper a forty-foot Silver 
- Spruce tree was donated by her and moved from her property 
on School Street and planted on one of the commons in the 
Center. This affords a permanent Christmas tree for the Town. 
Mrs. Harper's generosity is greatly appreciated. In addition to 
this tree, decorations were put on the front of the Town Hall and a 
Christmas tree at South Walpole was also maintained. 
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Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination—During the year 

various State 
Departments and interested societies within the State were very 
active in trying to check the spread of the Dutch Elm disease which 
continues throughout the State. The Massachusetts Forest and 
Park Association in order to determine the magnitude of this prob- 
lem and obtain data with which to base a program of control 
made surveys in approximately ninety per cent of the municipalli- 
ties throughout the State. They have come to the conclusion that 
the three principle means of control are spraying (preferably with 
D.D.T.), the removal of dead elms and pruning. 


Weakened trees are more susceptible to the disease than 
healthy ones. Therefore, in keeping trees in a healthy condition 
protective measures are important. As D.D.T. when properly 
applied is effective for only six weeks and the beetles are active 
about twenty weeks each year, the above Association has 
recommended that the elms be sprayed three times during the 
season to keep them clothed with armour against these beetles. 


We sprayed our elms twice and in a few isolated places 
three times in the past year. During the early part of the year 
some creosoting of Gypsy Moths was executed and dead trees 
were removed throughout various parts of the Town. 


Town Forest—In 1946 Mr. Harris A. Reynolds, Secretary of the 

New England Forestry Foundation suggested that 
the Town have a management plan made of the Town Forest. 
There being many advantages to securing such a plan made by 
qualified experts in that field Mr. Charles Sumner Bird consented 
to provide this plan as a donation to the Town. 


Due to tremendous pressure of work the New England Forestry 
Foundation was unable to provide this plan until this year. 


The report includes a map indicating by numbers and 
symbols each condition where improvement work would be 
beneficial. Corresponding numbers in the report give specific 
recommendations for that area. 


Our Town Forest consists of three types — hardwood, hard- 
wood and native White Pine and softwood plantations. Several 
species have been used in reforestation, the most successful 
being Red Pine. The pure hardwood stands are largely made up 
on Red and White Oak, certain sections containing a high percent 
age of Scrub Oak. On the lower wet ground the predominant 
species is Red Maple. Due to the light sandy soils prevailing 
over most of the area, the hardwoods are growing very slowly and 
are generally of poor form. In contrast the softwoods show 
excellent growth, and in a comparatively short time will yield 
merchantable sawlogs from thinning. 
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The management report provides that future efforts should be 
concentrated on increasing the annual increment by (1) maintain- 
ing the present plantations in good growing condition (2) increas- 
ing the ratio of softwood species through gradual conversion 
of unproductive hardwood areas into pine, spruce and hemlock. 

Appreciation is extended io Mr. Bird for this report. 


Sewer Department—This department has had a very busy year 
due to the large amount of construction and 
the demand for house services. In the early spring a bad break 
occurred on Stone Street adjacent to the manhole in front of the 
residence of John Smith. This break was caused by quick sand 
and necessitated the relaying of approximately thirty feet of the 
lateral. 10” cast iron pipe was installed spanning the quick sand 
and supported by piles. After the repair was completed it was 
necessary to flush the entire system southerly from the break. 


Fifty-five house connections were completed this year making 
a total of 434 connections to our system. 


The construction of the East Walpole Sewer started last year 
by the Roslindale Contracting Company was completed this year 
and is included in the construction data following. The street 
construction executed by Sam Lorusso & Sons was completed as 
far as possible. Pleasant Street from Maguire Park and Union 
Street were deferred until the coming year due to the extreme 
depth of the lateral sewer and the probability of trench settlement 
during the winter. This surfacing will be completed in 1949. 

The lateral sewer construction completed this year is as 
follows: 

1865 lineal feet 8” pipe on Common Street 

196 lineal feet 8” pipe on Washington Street 

1570 lineal feet 8” pipe on West Street 

815 lineal feet 10” pipe on West Street 

714 lineal feet 8” pipe on Pleasant Street 

270 lineal feet 10” pipe on Pleasant Street 

603 lineal feet 87” pipe on Union Street 

672 lineal feet 8” pipe on Bird Street 

838 lineal feet 12” pipe on East Walpole Interceptor 

This construction added a total of 7,543 lineal feet to the 
system, making a total length of the entire system 74,574 lineal 
feet, or 14.124 miles, not including house connections. 

An article has been petitioned for a lateral sewer on Diamond 
Street for the coming year. 

Construction was started this year on the West Street Sewer 
from Station Street to the Highland Sand and Gravel Pit. At the 
Annual Town Meeting the Town voted under Article 46 to borrow 
the sum of $40,000.00 for this construction.

At a Special Town Meeting in June 1948 under Article 3 the 
Town voted to transfer from the Sewer Assessment Fund the sum 
of $7,000.00 in order that this construction would be completed this 
year. The contract was awarded to the second lowest bidder 
in the amount of $40,097.00. 

This sewer construction consisted of 8” and 10” laterals with 
all appurtenances and house services from the lateral to the 
street line and an 8” lateral 76’ long extending from West Street 
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at its intersection with Spring Street to the Chandler Mills of the 
Kendall Company. This construction is finished except for a few 
house services which will be completed next year 


SEWER CONSTRUCTION GROWTH 
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Repairs to Public Buildings—This year completed the program 

which the State Department of 
Public Safety outlined in order that our public buildings might 
conform to State Regulations. The completion of this program 
consisted of the installation of additional emergency lights at the 
High School, correcting the heating and ventilation system at the 
Fisher School and ventilation ducks for the Gymnasium at the 
High School. 

In addition to the regular maintenance of all public buildings 
the major repairs were as follows: Bird School—replaced gravel 
roof over toilets at the north end of building, installed an additional 
lavatory in each of the four toilet rooms, black-topped the area 
adjacent to the building in the rear and a sidewalk to the inciner- 
ator, installed new grates and frames in both boilers and rebuilt 
fire places in both boilers. Fisher School—installed doors on girls’ 
toilets, installed light in telephone closet and lights in basement, 
provided a teachers’ room and a dental clinic room, painted base- 
ment rooms, installed new gate valves on each end of the safety 
manifold and installed a gate valve drain at the bottom of the 
water column. High School—overhauled and repaired both eight 
H.P. induction motors on the vacuum pump, constructed a new 
shower for the boys, installed new heads in the girls’ shower room, 
repaired roof, reinforced both manhole openings in the front tube 
sheet of both boilers, reinforced manhole rings in the front tube 
sheet of No. 1 boiler, renewed return pipe in th rear part of No. 2 
boiler and painted the lower floor including the gymnasium, 
kitchen, toilets, cafeteria, classrooms and corridors. Plimpton 
school—installed one new exit door at the rear of the building, 
replaced missing slate on the roof, constructed a health room in 
the basement of the building, painted health room, one classroom, 
toilets, and installed doors on girls’ toilets. East Walpole Library— 
painted outside. Town Hall—repaired leaking flanges, leaking 
return line and valve to the boiler. 


Health Department—This department under the administration of 

Francis J. Allendorf has continued to operate 
satisfactorily and efficiently. His promptness and willingness in 
fulfilling the duties of this office are indeed greatly appreciated by 
me. The Health Officer's Report will be found elsewhere in this 
report. 

_ Garbage has been collected throughout the Town and the 
aump in the center has been maintained as usual. It is now in 
charge of Mr. Peter Cashorali, who replaced Mr. LeRoy Spear who 
has retired. 


Purchasing Department—Throughout the year the problems of 
municipal purchasing were consider- 
ably increased and the many difficulties encountered. The chief 
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problem was due to increasing costs which brought about a steady 
shrinkage in the purchasing value of the dollar. 

Many items of supplies continued scarce but have been 
obtainable, although deliveries were often delayed. Escalator 
clauses appeared in some contracts this year but, in general, 
conditions are improved over those of last year. 


Water Department—Building activities increased to such an extent 

| that it was necessary to add additional 
personnel to this department in order to take care of the large 
amount of construction, applications for house services and main- 
tenance. One hundred and fifteen new services were installed 
which is the largest number in any one year since the installation 
of the system. 

During the year the Town replaced the old 1938 water truck. 
with a new 3% ton Mack Truck on which was mounted a Special 
Utility body. This truck was equipped with snow plowing attach- 
ments in order to aid the Highway Department during snow 
storms. 

The following mains were added to the system: 

1931 lineal feet of 10’ pipe on Neponset Street 

1500 lineal feet of 6” pipe on Polley Lane 

1870 lineal feet of 6” pipe on Pilgrim Way 

490 lineal feet of 6” pipe on Clinton Avenue 
1163 lineal feet of 6°’ pipe on Eleanor Road 
1339 lineal feet of 6” pipe on Summit Avenue 
309 lineal feet of 6’’ pipe on Hale Road 


These extensions added 1.63 miles of main to the distributing 
system. 

Seven hydrants were added to the system, one each on Polley 
Lane, Neponset Street, Summit Avenue, Eleanor Road, Clinton 
Avenue, Hale Road and on Pilgrim Way. Thirty-five hydrants 
were repacked and repaired. An additional six were repaired 
and replaced due to damage caused by snow plows and tratfic 
during the winter months. 

The total amount of water pumped for the year was 512,925,000 
gallons, an increase of 25,418,000 gallons over that of last year. 
At the close of the year the outstanding debt is $16,000.00 and the 
surplus revenue amounts to $62,968.86, an increase of $2,209.31 
over that of last year.

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bered for her fine spirit of co-operation and efficiency. Miss Mary 
Rocca was engaged to fill the position. 

Mr. Perry Williams of the Public Works Department and Mr. 
LeRoy F. Spear, custodian of the Town Dump also retired as of 
June 1 and July 1 respectively under the Norfolk County Retirement 
Plan. Both of these employees. worked for the Town over a long 
period of years performing their work in a creditable manner. 
May these valued employees enjoy many years of happiness. 


HEALTH OFFICER... 


The past year has not differed materially from previous years 
in health conditions. There has been prompt action generally on 
the part of citizens in removing nuisances and where there has 
been improper drainage, either, the source of trouble has been 
cleaned out or connection made with the sewer. The latter has 
been recommended wherever practicable. 

In regard to contagious diseases there was an increase in the 
number of Scarlet Fever cases, as was the same throughout the 
State. Casés were reported promptly by our local physicians and 
in turn were reported to the State Health Department.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
AND BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ... 


During 1948 this department employed three members, 
Chairman, Secretary and combined Investigator and Social 
Worker; the salary formerly paid to a fourth member, in past years 
was eliminated, thus resulting in a reduction of expenditure 
necessary for a fourth member. 

The Town Counsel represented Walpole vs. a neighboring 
town in a suit at law pending since 1937; a question of Settlement 
was involved and anticipated expenditures in the approximate 
amount of $3,500.00 were ruled not the responsibility of this 
Department and a saving thus was effected. 

Because of a combination of a mandatory 8.3% increase in 
grants and a large case load it was necessary to transfer the 
sum of $3,000.00 from the General Relief Account to the Old Age 
Assistance Account. For the reason that payments to recipients 
were ruled payable in advance too, by legislative action, the 
transfer of funds was accordingly essential. 

It appears to the Board that anticipated expenditures will 
reflect a substantial increase over the amounts required in 1948 for 
the following reasons: 

l. Difficulty in placing aged persons, dependent children and 
general relief cases in proper abodes presents a real 
problem for the reason that rates for board and room 
increased 380 to 40% in state institutions, infirmaries, 
private homes and nursing homes. No reduction of this 
expenditure rate is anticipated. 

2. The Federal Government shares a responsible portion of 
expenditures for recipients of Old Age Assistance and Aid 
to Dependent Children. In order that these payments 
necessary may still be forthcoming from the Federal 
Government, pending Civil Service legislation, will set 
up regulations that must be adhered to and Board 
employees administering this departments’ requirements 
must be paid salaries in accordance with Civil Service 
requirements. At this time it appears that Civil Service 
regulations call for a substantial increase in this regard.

It is further noted that the regulations will undoubtedly 
require additional personnel to handle clerical work of 
the Department. 

3. The present economic trend of increased unemployment : 
will undoubtedly further reflect an increase in expendi- 
tures. To acertain extent a portion of this class of expendi- 
ture will be defrayed by the Unemployment Compensation 
law, which is of course a Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
responsibility. :

Not one of these trucks have four-wheel brakes, and are 
dangerous on the roads with today’s modern cars and trucks. 


Forest Fires—We have had forty-five (45) box alarms, sixteen (16) 
still alarms, and two (2) out-of-town calls. 

We did not have any serious fires in this department this 
year. The new tank truck for East Walpole has been delivered, 
greatly increasing our strength in the Forest Fire Department.

POLICE DEPARTMENT .. . 


It is with a great deal of satisfaction that I can report that the 
Town was free from any serious crimes or law violation, with 
one exception. I refer to a case of murder, which happened in 
February and am pleased to report that the guilty party was 
arrested by Officers of Walpole Police within an hour after the 
murder was discovered. The case was presented to the Superior 
Court, and the guilty party was convicted, and sentenced to prison, 
for a long term. 

Our automobile accident rate compares favorably with other 
busy towns having through highways, such as Walpole. 

I would suggest that a traffic survey be made in Walpole to 
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correct some minor traffic hazards which have shown up because 
of increased motor vehicle numbers on our highways. 

I would also suggest that provisions be considered for more 
room in our Police Headquarters, we are badly in the need of a 
detention room for juveniles, and female prisoners who according 
to state law are not allowed to be placed in a regular cell block 
used for male prisoners. 

This room could be constructed so as to securely hold such 
prisoners, and provide a place for the matron, who must be called 
in on cases where women are placed under arrest. 

A complete summary of all Police Activities for the year 1948 
has been reported monthly to the Board of Selectmen, and is on

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TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY .. . 


Regular meetings have been held on the 3rd Monday of each 
month, with Mr. Chester H. Andrews, Chairman. 

Miss Eunice M. Crissey, Head Librarion, Mrs. Anne Wilson, 
Branch Librarian and the following assistants and part time 
workers have helped make 1948 the biggest circulation year in 
the history of the library:— 

Miss Katherine Lewis, Miss Olive Towle, Miss Hannah 
Hatfield, Mrs. Eva Lindequist, Mrs. Ruth Megathlin, Mrs. Muriel 
Thompson, Miss Marion Spencer, Mrs. Margaret Sullivan, Miss 
Sally Field, Mrs. Pauline Gardner, and Miss Jane Metcalf. Mr. 
Ralph Davis is the janitor at the center; Mr. Leroy Eames is at 
East Walpole. 

Miss Homnah Hatfield, who had done fine work as Children's 
Librarian, left Walpole in September to accept a similar position 
in Rochester, New York. 

New curtains now give a pleasing warmth to the Main 
Library. Two Telechron clocks, an outside deposit box for books, 
additional chairs for the Children's Room and plastic covers for 
new books have been purchased and add to the efficiency of the 
library. 

Window-boxes were put up on the East Walpole building. 
Filled with colorful plants by the East Walpole Garden Club, they 
make the building most attractive. 

Additional bookcases have been built in both the East and 
North Walpole branches. It is hoped that in 1949, greatly needed 
shelving will be put in the Main Library. 

The greatest demand of the reading public is, as usual, for 
fiction. Approximately one-third of the book budget goes for this, 
one-third is spent for children’s books and one-third for non-fiction. 
This last requires the most serious thought, as the attempt is made 
to buy books which will appeal to the greatest number of people. 
Special emphasis has been put on reference and hobby books 
this past year. | 

The Trustees and staff welcome suggestions on this and all 
phases of library service. 


LIBRARIAN ... 


Once again we are able to report a substantial increase in the 
use of the library by the townspeople. More and more people are 
using books of reference and other non-fiction as well as books of 
fiction. This year 80,102 books and magazines were borrowed 
for home use, which is almost 4, 000 more than were borrowed last 
year, then the record year. 

There are 2,735 registered borrowers at the library, and, 
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in order to gratify as many reading tastes as possible with the 
book budget at our disposal, we purchased during the year a total 
of 1,707 books. Besides buying a majority of the “best sellers” 
and other books of current interest, we replaced many of the 
older non-fiction titles which were needed. A new encyclopedia 
and other reference books as well as a large number of books for 
children and young people were included. Probably mony 
people are unaware of the part periodicals plays in the library. 
Besides their recreational value, many articles of current interest 
too recent to be found in books can be located in a magazine. The 
Walpole Public Library subscribes to some 60 periodicals which 
can be classified as current affairs, business, sports, fashion, travel, 
homes and gardens, hobbies, literary, art, religious education, 
radio, music, photography, health, science and fiction. 

There is a corollary to this story of library growth, and that 
is the need for expansion. At the East Walpole and North Walpole 
Branches this need was met by new bookshelves which were 
added in December. At the Main Library the need for increased 
shelving space in the reading room is even more acute and should 
be met as soon as possible. 

In order to make the library a more pleasant place to visit, 
pictures were borrowed from the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. 
These were exchanged at six-month intervals. New curtains 
were purchased in November. Many interesting exhibits have 
been shown at both the Main Library and at the East Walpole 
Branch. Some of these exhibits were simply groups of books on 
one subject, such as a hobby, while others were borrowed from 
the Children’s Museum in Boston and from Walpole people willing 
to display their collections. 

Work with the children and young people continues to be a 
large part of our library service. Besides the daily work of help- 
ing the children to find the books they want, the Children’s Li- 
brarian has conducted a weekly story hour during six months of 
the year, and organized a reading club to stimulate reading 
during the summer months. A collection of books was sent to 
each classroom in the Walpole school system desiring one. The 
Fifth grade teachers were invited, as is our custom, to bring their 
classes to the library for an introduction to the library and brief 
instruction in the use of the card catalog. 


Book Week in November was, as usual, the high-light of 
our library year. Over 150 new books for children were on display 
in the historical room of the Main Library and at the East Walpole 
Branch during the week, together with many interesting related 
exhibits prepared by the school children. Ten of the teachers and 
aCamp Fire leader brought their classes to visit the exhibits. The 
Literary Group of the Woman's Club held an open meeting one 
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afternoon during Book Week at the library and the librarian talked 
to them about some of the new adult books. 

In September Miss Hannah Hatfield, the Children’s Librarian, 
resigned to accept a position in the Rochester, N Y. Public Library. 
She has been greatly missed, but we all join in wishing her the 
greatest possible success and happiness in her new position. Mrs. 
Donald Megathlin has been very capably assisting in the 
Children’s Room until such time as a new Children’s Librarian 
can be appointed, and Mrs. Richard Gardner has taken charge 
of the Saturday morning story hour. 

At this time I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all 
the members of the staff who so willingly and capably took over 
many extra duties this fall. To be short a full time staff member 
during the library's busiest period called for much extra work on 
the part of everyone. I also thank the members of the Board of 
Trustees for their helpful assistance and advice during the year.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN’S SERVICES .. . 


This Department was started on April 29, 1946, and is now . 
starting its fourth year. Chapter 723, Acis of 1945, under which 
this office was started, has been repealed. It was replaced by 
Chapter 599, Acts of 1946, which made it mandatory for every 
town and city to provide a department to furnish such advice and 
assistance to veterans as may be necessary. 

Since March 4, 1947, this office has taken care of Veterans’ 
Benefits — an outgrowth of what used to be known as Soldiers’ 
Relief and Military Aid. 

Upon request, any veteran may have his discharge or release 
papers recorded, without charge, in books kept for that purpose 
in this office. These copies, if attested by the Veterans’ Agent, 
shall be admissable in evidence to the same extent and with the 
same effect as the originals. 

Subject to the decision and allowance by the Commissioner 
of Veterans’ Services, one half of the amounts paid to veterans or 
their dependents by the town, shall be paid by the Common- 
wealth. 

Principal services requested are for housing, job placement, 
and educational counseling. The requests for Veterans’ Benefits 
by worthy and needy veterans and their dependents are increas- 
ing, and apparently will be much greater in 1949. 

The Department urges everyone to make the purpose of this 
office kno to any and all new veterans and their dependents 
that they might benefit by it.

School Enrollment and Building Policy—National predictions re- 

\ garding birth rate and 
increased school enrollment indicate that entering classes in 
Grade I will continue in large numbers until 1953. A comparison 
of Walpole’s birth rate figures from 1932 to 1948 inclusive with the 
size of entering classes from 1938 to 1948 inclusive indicates that 
from 200 to 250 children will enter our First Grades each year from 
1948 to 1953. Such a situation can have only one result in our 
existing school buildings. As more lower grade classrooms are 
needed for the Primary Grades, grades at the upper levels will be 
forced out of the buildings. Taking the Bird School as an illustra- 
tion, we find that in 1946, the First Grade needed a room and a 
half; in 1947, the First Grade needed two class rooms; in 1948, the 
new First Grade needs three classrooms. If next year’s First Grade, 
and succeeding First Grades likewise need three classrooms, and 
the present First Grade needs three classrooms when it becomes 
a Second Grade in 1949, the inescapable ‘conclusion must be 
reached either that more rooms must be added to the building to 
house Grades 7 and 8, or the latter will be forced to move ito 
another location. At the Stone School, there are likewise three 
First Grade rooms in 1948 for the first time. 


_ We have transferred Grade 6 from the Boyden School to the 
Plimpton School in order to ease the burden on the two teachers 
at the Boyden School where the enrollment has increased from 
the 40s to over 60. 


The enrollment at the High School appears to be on its way 
up to pre-war figures. 


In the face of the apparent needs, the School Committee and 
the Stone Building Committee are in agreement that this or a 
similar policy should be followed:— 


Ist—A new Stone School should be constructed at once. This 
building should be centrally located and should be of a size 

adequate to accommodate forseeable enrollment increase in the 
Center, and possible transfers from other schools if redistrict- 
ing becomes necessary. 


2nd—tThe possibility of constructing a centrally located building 
to house all the pupils of the Town of Junior High School age 
should receive immediate consideration. 

Srd—As a necessary adjunct to the above, auditorium, gymnasium 
and physical education facilities should be planned. 
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Single Salary Schedule Adopted—The School Department had 
noted a marked trend through- 
out the country toward the adoption of the Single Salary Schedule 
for teachers. Early in 1948, the School Department prepared such 
a schedule and submitted it to the teachers for study. The School 
Committee invited in a group of teachers representing all the 
schools to discuss the new schedule. At this meeting, some amend- 
ments were adopted, and the schedule was approved. 
The new schedule is the type known as “Preparation Type,’’ 
and its fundamentals are these: 


l. The basic salary classification of teachers shall be determined 
by professional qualifications regardless of the grade level of 
the pupils taught. 

2. Teachers of equivalent preparation, experience and teaching 
load shall receive equal pay regardless of sex. Provision was 
made for placement of new appointees, progress on successive 
salary steps, reclassification into higher salary classes, for 
professional growth, and for classification of teachers without 
degrees. One notable provision was that which encourages 
the participation of teachers in the formulation, application 
and review of the standards on the basis of which salary 
promotions are granted. 

For teachers who are holders of the Bachelors Degree, the new 
schedule provides a salary range from a beginner's Minimum of 
$2,100.00 to a Maximum of $3,450.00. At the time of its adoption 
in 1948, this range compared very favorably with that existing in 
towns comparable with Walpole. 


Increase in Cost of School Support—Cosis of materials used in 

instruction and mainten- 
ance is indicated by any Index of the Cost of Living. Especially 
is this true of the many paper items . For example, a package of 
9 by 12 inch white drawing paper which in 1938 cost 36 cents now 
costs $1.91. Books have risen in an almost corresponding manner. 
Thus, it costs more just to hold our own. 


Special Services Rooms—At the Fisher School, a portion of the 

basement has been partitioned so as 
to provide a Teachers Room and a Clinic Room. Both rooms have 
hot and cold water. The clinic has a dark-room where x-rays 
may be developed. 

At the Plimpton School, similar construction has provided the 
school with a Clinic Room, two small rooms for the School Nurse, 
and adequate space for eye examinations. 

These new faciilties at both schools are contributing much, 
and have been highly spoken of by doctors, parents, and out-of- 
town visitors. 
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Textbook Adoption—A series of elementary science books for 
Grades 1 to 6 was adopted: 
“Our World of Science,” by Craig. Published, Ginn & Co. 


Advances in Educational Procedures — 
1, Reading. Primary teachers acting as a Committee, together 
with the Principals have made an extensive study of 
modern methods of presenting Reading to young children. Asa 
result, a new procedure is in operation. In order to obtain best 
results, we are installing new furniture in the First Grade rooms. 
In the room where the new installation has been completed, 
results have been excellent. 


2. Manual Arts. The instructors are writing a Course of Study for 

Grades 6 to 12 inclusive. This Course will allocate 
construction of projects to the various years, and will locate appro- 
priate years for instruction in the use of the numerous tools and 
machines. 


3. Music. Under the direction of our Music Supervisor, an Elemen- 
tary School Musical Concert was presented in the High 

School Auditorium in May. This brought together in one chorus 

Intermediate Grade pupils from all five elementary schools. 


4. Home Instruction for the Physically Handicapped—The State 

Department of Education requires a town to provide 
home instruction for children who are so physically handicapped 
as to be unable to attend school. The period of home instruction 
varies from the comparatively short time needed for healing 
of a broken bone to extended absences due to heart or orthopedic 
conditions. During 1948, we have furnished home instruction to 
four children. In one case, this instruction was so effective that 
a girl did her entire 6th grade year’s work at home and entered 
the 7th grade without having attended Grade 6 a single day. This 
service furnished by the School Department prevented a year of 
retardation with its attendant school costs, and the intangibles of 
disappointment and discouragement. 


Guidance—Our Guidance Department held a ‘Career Night” in 

April under the sponsorship of the Walpole Rotary 
Club. Leaders in their respective fields of occupations were 
present for conferences with pupils and _ their parents. The 
Department plans to conduct in 1949 a “Career Day."" The con- 
ferences will take place during the regular school Gery elt ois 
difficult to measure the good which is done by a Guidance 
Department. A chemist can predict with great accuracy the 
reaction of one chemical upon another. Guidance, however, 
deals with human beings, no two of whom react in the same way 
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to a given stimulus of suggestion. Guidance attempts to compile 
as complete a picture of each individual pupil as it is possible to 
accumulate through tests and conferences. This picture enables 
Guidance to recommend iry-outs in the various educational and 
occupational fields. Parents are the first counsellors of children; 
they know more about their children than school Guidance can 
ever know. They are urged to take renewed and increasing 
interest in the future of their children, and to visit our Guidance 
Department frequently. 
Parent Teacher Associations—The Committee notes with pleasure 
and approval the continued acti- 
vity of our Parent Teachers Associations During the year a 
Parent Teacher Association was organized at the High School. 
_ This fills a long felt need. If it serves its purpose as well as have 
those in the elementary schools, it will be of great help. At the 
Boyden School, the group which had been to all intents such an 
Association was formally reorganized. We now have an active 
P. T. A. at each school. 
Transportation—Routes have been extended or rerouted as 
follows: 
1. Due to the re-location of Route 27, our school bus line serving 
pupils on Moose Hill Road has been re-routed. 


2. The Winter Street route has been extended so as to decrease 
hazards. 


High School Athletics—The High School Athletic Association 

conducts all varsity sports with the ap- 
proval of the School Committee. The total annual cost averages 
about $5,000. At’’Home Games” the Athletic Association charges 
admission and the income goes toward paying the costs of equip- 
ment, supplies and other expenses. Since the net income of the 
Athletic Association is insufficient to carry the sporis program, 
the School Commiitee has an item in its Budget each year request- 
ing an Appropriation to supplement the funds of the Athletic 
Association. From the combined funds, amounts are allocated to 
each sport in proportion to the needs of that sport for the ensuing 


- year.

Receipts on Account of Schools—Each year, the Town receives 

an income from the operation 
of its schools. In past years, the annual income has averaged 
at least $20,000. In 1947, the amount received by the Town on 
account of schools was approximately $32,000. In 1948, the 
income was $38,396.50, as appears below. The new State Aid 
formula which becomes effective in 1949 is based on the enroll- 
ment of pupils between the ages of seven and sixteen, and will, 
in 1949, mean a return to the Town of Walpole of about $24,000., 
instead of approximately $13,000., under the old law. In 1949, the 
total income to the Town on account of schools from this new State 
Aid, from Transportation Re-imbursement, from Tuition fees and 
from Miscellaneous items will probably exceed $40,000. This is a 
reduction of the School Departments annual Budget, but this 
money is not available to the School Department as such, but 
goes into the General Income Account of the Town. If it were 
permissible to allocate this income in the form of a credit against 
the annual Appropriation for schools, it would more truly reflect 
the actual cost to the citizens for that part of the Town Budget for 
which the School Committee is responsible.

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Our school continues to enjoy a Class A rating which is due to 
the good work of the teachers and pupils in many subject fields. 
Mony of our senior pupils who are planning on attending college 
have done good work in the College Board Examinations. This 
year all of our seniors who had made definite plans to attend 
college were admitted to the college of their first choice with a 
few exceptions. It follows that the standard of work done in the 
school is of high grade when no applicants who are properly 
prepared are refused admission to college. We must, therefore, 
continue to insist on good work from pupils enrolled in the college 


preparatory division. At the present time about 49% of our pupils 
are enrolled in this division. 


The commercial curriculum prepares pupils for work in the 
business world and we are able to place many well prepared 
pupils in the offices of the factories of the town. The guidance 
department receives many calls for pupils of this type. 

The household arts department has completed many interest- 
ing projects during the year and the girls have received an 
excellent training as future homemakers. 

The manual arts department offers a four year course to boys 
who are interested in woodworking and mechanical drawing. 
This department gives practical training in shop procedures and 
techniques which is of great benefit to boys who are considering 
the trades as a vocation. 

The civic arts curriculum gives a varied type of training in 
which courses emphasizing good citizenship are studied. 

Many forms of athletic activity appeal to both girls and boys. 
Work in physical training is required of all junior and senior 
‘ pupils. Many pupils find satisfaction and interest in the various 
musical activities which are offered to all. During the year the 
members of the orchestra and glee club gave concerts which were 
well received by the people of the town. 

A course in driver education was introduced this year which 
proved interesting and valuable to junior and senior pupils who 
were planning on applying for their drivers’ license. 

The Mothers’ Club has supplied us with several worth while 
speakers for assembly programs during the year. The guidance 
department has sponsored many assembly programs also. The 
Walpole Rotary Club provided a vocational forum evening which 
gave valuable information to both parents and students. 

In these times, a high school diploma is very desirable and 
parents, teachers, and pupils should cooperate so that every pupil 
who is qualified may receive a diploma. One essential require- 
ment is regular school attendance and the only good reason for 
absence is illness.

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SUPERVISOR OF ART... 


This year it seems best to mention again the trends which 
influence our art activities so that there will be a general under- 
standing of what is meant by art and how achievement is 
evaluated. — 

The philosophy of art education contained in the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education Bulletin is that: 

"Art as an essential part of education contributes to the 

full development of each child and to the community. 

Art education is concerned with the individual response 

of the child to his environment expressed through 
line, dark and light, color, form, and texture. 

“It is not the dictating of a teacher’s preconceived isolated 

problem, pattern, or imitative drawing, nor is it... 
the imitating of nature. 

"Every child is entitled to the expression of his own 

ideas, as he sees them.’ 

The writings of various educational authorities contain a 
wealth of material from which the following quotations have been 
taken as supplementary answers to important questions: 


What Is Art? 


Art is a cultural subject since it ‘aims... at the develop- 
ment of those tastes, appreciations, enthusiasms, and 
interests which add richness and color and beauty to 
the business of living.” 

Art is the organization of form. It is concerned with line, 
mass, color, rhythm, technique (to some extent). It 
is an honest expression with material. 

Art atfords an opportunity for the indiidual to use materi- 
als as a release of his ideas and for the enjoyment 
to be gained. 

Today the teaching of art is an awakening, an 
unfolding process. 


How Shall We Evaluate Achievement? 


“Children bring something fresh into the world — a new 
way of looking at it.” 

“In art things appear different from the point of view of 
every art-creator.” 

“Tt is much better for the child to express many ideas 
aaa a than to have perfect technique and few 
ideas. 

“Mark for growth in relation to specific standards or 
art qualities rather than for skill.” 
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The whole may be summarized briefly by stating that we 
aim to develop the ability to think; also to develop personality 
(character), the esthetic sense, and creative ability. 

The success of our efforts is dependent not only upon the 


methods used by the teachers and the response of the members 
of the classes, but also upon the interest shown by the parents and 
others in whom the pupils have confidence. 


‘Our work has been accomplished under the most pleasant 
conditions possible due to the helpfulness of all concerned with 
the conduct of the schools.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND PHYSICAL TRAINING .. . 


During this past year, most of the playground apparatus 
ordered two years ago arrived and it was installed this Fall. 
Each class of children has been given special instruction in safety 
precautions as well as exercises and stunts which can be safely 
performed. Additional instruction will be given in the Spring 
and a list of progressive activities for each piece of apparatus 
will be made available to the classroom teachers. Each school 
has made special arrangements for the use of this equipment 
during recess and lunch hours. Until the winter weather inter- 
vened, the apparatus was in constant use. 


The soccer program established several years ago in the 
upper elementary grades is showing results in its carry-over into 
the Junior High; this is particularly true in the girls’ field hockey 
program which has advanced to the point where it was possible 
to have a game between the eighth grades of the Bird and 
Plimpton Schools. 


Volleyball continues to grow in popularity being taught first 
in the fifth and sixth grades and carried on into the Junior High 
Schools where it has been possible to have inter-school competi- 
tion at both seventh and eighth grade levels. Informal competition 
has been sponsored between the seventh grade and the sixth 
grade of some buildings. 


The lack of an adequate time allotment continues to be the 
greatest problem. There should be thirty minutes daily devoted 
to physical education exclusive of recess periods. According to 
eminent physiologists, it is essential for children of the elementary 
school to have four to six hours of vigorous physical activity daily, 
but our modern civilization does not provide this amount, thus 
it becomes essential to provide the opportunity for organic activity

as well as providing knowledge of how to obtain this activity. 
The importance of this can readily be seen when we realize that 
a strong body is built during the first six years of school and 
from there on it is essential only to maintain the power acquired.

The following is a report of music in the Walpole schools for 
the year of 1948. 

Our aim is for better music, for a greater participation in music 
and to foster the best in performance. 

During the year we gave a number of concerts here in 
Walpole and had one Boston appearance. 

The following is a resume of our program. A combined 
elementary school concert in which 300 children participated. 
A concert by the High School orchestra with Miss Louise Hanscom, 
‘AQ. as assisting artist. The annual concert by the High School 
Glee Club. The chorus numbered 186 singers. The Glee Club 
concert in the ballroom of the Hotel Bradford, Boston, Mass. This 
concert was sponsored by the St. Sebastian Country Day School 
of Newton, Mass. 

During the year the pupils gave a number of assembly 
programs, both vocal and instrumental (band and orchestra) at 
which time talented students rendered solo numbers. 


There were programs for the P.T.A. Associations, a perform- 
ance by the High School Orchestra for the Mothers Club and an 
Operetta given by pupils in the Bird School under the direction 
of Mrs. Frances Dunlevy. 

The work necessary in the preparation of these programs 
gave us great pleasure and it is this constant effort to improve 
the quality and performance of our music that makes for a more 
articulate music program in our schools. 

I want to take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Merna Brenner 


for her fine work as accompanist and soloist for the High School 
Glee Club concerts. 

My appreciation also goes to Mr. Jones, the Principals, the 
Teachers and the School Committee for their fine cooperation 
throughout the year.

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SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS ... 


“Tome Economics is a study of the basic human interests — 
food, clothing, shelter and personal relationships — which helps 

people to achieve happy, healthy homes and communities.” 

In our schools from the 6th grade through the Senior year in 
the High School we are reaching toward this goal for the future 
well being of the homes in our community. 

This year, in having the 6th grade girls use the facilities of 
the sewing room in the High School building, the sewing machines 
are working every minute as the girls are eagerly learning to 
stitch on their bags; skirts and blouses will follow. Smocks were 
so well liked last year that this year’s classes have chosen to 
make them, too. The problems used in making their smocks 
enable the girls, when they are in the 8th grade, to spend more 
time on the details of their dresses and blouses. A thorough 
understanding of patterns helps them to sew wisely when away 
from school. | ; 

The 7th grade Foods classes start with the cooking and serving 
of many of our basic foods and continue in the 8th grade with the 
addition of baking and the study of planning, purchasing, prepat- 
ing and serving foods for well balanced and economical 
luncheons. 

With the return to the pre-war schedule of 4 periods weekly 
in the 8th grade at the Plimpton Junior High School a commend- 
able difference is noted on the work in the clothing classes. It is 
sincerely hoped that the time and working facilities will be 
improved at the Bird School so that all girls in the Sth grades will 
have equal opportunities. 

In the High School the courses have been of a varied and 
practical nature. 

The Homemaking classes this year have completed courses 
in Period Furniture, Architecture and Types of Homes, Reseating 
of Cane Chairs, and Braiding Rugs. These courses will be followed 
the second semester by work in Interior Decorating. 

The Home Management III Class has studied Consumer 
Buying and done some very detailed work on the buying of foods, 
clothing, and household articles. This will be followed by a 
course in Home Furnishing and Interior Decorating. 

The regular Household Arts Classes I and II] have experienced 
a wide and varied type of food problems and have learned to 
become efficient, practical and experienced cooks. The Fall term 
opened with a short course on food preservation which included 
the making of jams and jellies and the canning of fruits and 
vegetables. 

This was followed in the Advanced Group by work on 
dinners — the preparation and serving of the various courses; 
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also lessons on candy making, pastry and cakes. They have 
served several dinners to guests for experience. This course will 
be followed in the second half of the year by work in Clothing 
and Textiles in which each pupil will make at least four garments 
for herself such as a skirt, suit, coat and dress, as well as working 
on a child's garment project. The first year class in Household 
Arts has completed the Food Preservation, the preparation and 
serving of breakfasts and luncheons, as well as work in simple 
confections and Christmas cookies. This will be followed by work 
in clothing on simple garment construction on cotton or rayon. 
Each girl will make at least 3 garments for herself as well as a 
notebook of sewing techniques. Three field trips were taken for 
further information in the home economics field. 

It is our aim to make these courses as practical as possible 
that we may have happier homes, better housekeepers and 
economical housewives in the homes of the future.

SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS ... 


As we prepared to open school in September, 1949, we were 
confronted with the task of finding a new woodworking instructor 
for grades six, seven and eight. This was made necessary by an 
auto accident which befell Mr. Whipple, who has been my 
assistant for the past three years. After interviewing several 
applicants, we employed Mr. Stanley Dziejma, a graduate of 
Fitchburg Teachers’ College and Boston College, and I am‘ glad 
to report that Mr. Dziejma is doing an excellent job of teaching 
the basic processes which our Shop Course of Study calls for. 

The year, so far, has followed the pattern of the previous ones 
since the beginning of the war, in as much as shortages and high 
prices tend to curtail our productiveness. However, in addition 
to the regular line of projects which the students build to take 
home, we have made many minor repairs in and about the 
building, and have built several installations for the various 
athletic teams. In June we made our yearly shipment to the 
American Red Cross in the form of twenty-five pairs of bookends, 
which went to Cushing General Hospital. Again this fall we em- 
barked on a Junior Red Cross program which will be ready for 
shipment next June. 

Our shops were newly painted this year, following the new 
trend in “color dynamics,’’ and they now are certainly more 
work-inspiring than previously. 

After making a survey of our Course of Study, which guides 
us from the sixth through the twelfth grades, we made several 
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additions and changes, in order that our course would be in 
keeping with modern trends. We have added several new texts 
to the course which have proven to be very instructive. 

In Jonuary, 1948, the Metropolitan Chapter of the Mass. 
Industrial Arts Society met here at the Walpole High School. 
The membership, comprised of Industrial Arts instructors and 
supervisors in the Metropolitan area, was favorably impressed 
with our Walpole shops. 

The course in Mechanical Drawing has been revised and 
additional texts have been added, increasing our scope of 
instruction. 

In summing up, I feel that we are keeping in line with modern 
educational trends of Industrial Arts. Our responsibility, as we 
see it in the shops and drafting room, is to give our students a 
working knowledge of basic and advanced shop experiences, to 
guide them in their everyday problems, and to enable them to be 
the type of citizens which will reflect credit to our community.

PHYSICIAN FOR THE BIRD AND FISHER SCHOOLS... 


The following is my report as physician of the Bird and 
Fisher Schools: 

I have completed the routine physical examinations at the 
Bird and Fisher Schools and also the special physical examina- 
tions given at the High School for those who participate in 
athletics. Physical defects have been recorded and notices have 
been sent to the parents by the School Nurse, Miss Alice Downing. 
I have observed that there are an unusual number of children 
having heart murmurs at the Bird School. This observation has 
also been noticed by the two previous physicians who examined 
these children. Some of the murmurs are functional and will 
disappear, other are organic and will not disappear and may get 
worse if the parents do not do something about it. The success 
of the school health program depends a great deal on the coopera- 
tion of the parents in having the defects corrected by the family 
physician when notices are sent to them. 

Inspection of sanitary conditions of both schools has been 
completed by me and I find them satisfactorily cared for:

THE SCHOOL NURSE . . 


The following is the report of the school health program for 
1948. 

Each child received a physical examination by one of the 
school physicians, and the notices were mailed to the parents, 
and the health records kept as usual. The boys participating in 
competitive sports were checked periodically throughout the year. 

Fye-testing and ear-testing were carried on as in previous 
years. 

A few children have received lessons in speech therapy, but 
as stated before, we have not the facilities to care for all the 
children who need this help. 

The Norfolk County Hospital X-Rayed the chests of all the 
boys and girls in the senior class. 

The contagious diseases prevalent in some sections of the 
town during the year, were scarlet fever, mumps, measles, chicken- 
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pox and whooping cough. We are not getting the cooperation of 
the parents either in helping to control the spread of contagious 
diseases in the schools or in the neighborhood.

SCHOOL DENTIST .. . 


Dental examinations were conducted for the freshman and the 
junior classes plus the students on the various athletic teams.

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CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE . . . 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its fourteenth annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 
Mr. Gilbert W. Anderson, Chairman; Mr. Edward Holmes, 
Secretary. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpts from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund," to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustees so 
to do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be 
paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of the 
School of the Town who become students at any university, college 
or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid 
to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom 
it may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the Charles 
Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,” which Committee shall 
consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole for the 
time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for the 
time being, and if there be any time more than one High School 
in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time being, 
and the members for the time being of the School Committee or 
other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards 
of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during 
the month of Decembet of each and every year. Said Scholar- 
ship Committee shall keep a record of its doings and make a 
report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall so far as 
practical keep in touch with the progress and standing of each 
student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It is 
not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making 
their award, but there are these factors which I desire they should 
take into consideration — Character, Scholarship, and Physical 
and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall, other things being 
equal be given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,183.92. 
In accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are 
to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred 
dollars, seven scholarships were awarded.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Walpole for the year ending 
December 31, 1948, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town, or committing bills for 
collection, were examined, checked, and verified by comparison with 
the records of the town treasurer and the town accountant. 

The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail The general and appropriation 
accounts in the ledger were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, 
the necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town on December 
31, 1948 was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The appropriations and loan authorizations were compared with 
the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed in town meetings, 
while the transfers from the reserve fund were checked to the finance 
committee’s records of such transfers. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and checked with 
the records of the several departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the treasury, 
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while the payments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on December 31, 1948 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the banks in which town 
funds are deposited. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest were com- 
pared with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and listed. The amounts transferred to tax titles . 
from the tax and assessment accounts were compared with the tax 
collector’s records, the recorded redemptions of tax titles and sales of 
tax possessions were checked with the treasurer’s receipts, and the 
tax titles on hand were verified by checking with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and the amounts 
transferred to the town were checked with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and 
assessment accounts outstanding at the time of the previous examina- 
tion, and all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved with 
the warrants issued for their collection, The recorded collections 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the town 
accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the collector of water charges were 
examined and checked. The commitments were proved, the cash 
books were footed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were checked to the departmental records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, assessment, 
and water accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received thereto it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The assessors’ records of deferred sewer assessments were | 
examined and checked. The amounts apportioned during the year 
were verified, the apportionments added to taxes were checked, the 
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payments to the treasurer in advance were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, and the apportioned assessments not due were 
listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the record of licenses issued. The payments to the 
town treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s receipts and the 
payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game were checked with 
receipts on file. 

The town clerk’s records of receipts for marriage permits, 
recording fees, and miscellaneous charges were checked. The pay- 
ments to the town treasurer were verified and the cash on hand was 
verified by actual count. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials required 
to file such bonds were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the Selectmen, the 
building inspector, and the health department were examined and 
checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures, and 
of the highway, school, and library departments, as well as of all other 
departments in which money was collected for the town, were exam- 
ined and checked, and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, assessment, 
tax title, departmental and water accounts, as well as tables showing 
the condition and transactions of the trust and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received 
from all the town officials, for which I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

Sixty days’ notice 
of a regular election and twenty days’ notice of an election to 
fill one or more vacancies are required to be given by public an- 
nouncement at a regular meeting, by notice in writing to each 
member, or in any other adequate manner. Canddates to be voted 
for must be nominated by a paper signed by ten members filed 
at least thirty days before a regular election and at-least ten days 
before an election to fill a vacancy. 

The voting at such an election must be by secret written or 
printed ballot. Watchers appointed by nominating members and 
by union officers may be present during the voting and counting 
of ballots. 

Coercion and intimidation of members in connection with an 
election is prohibited, and violations of the provisions of the mea- 
sure are made punishable by fine of not less than twenty-five .
